“Floater” Stanley, a gunman with 
Daudzauskis has record as & check 
forger, strikebreaker, and common 
criminal.

Miller Makes Confession. . 
Miller's confession was obtained 
‘when he was confronted with unmis- 
takable evidence that he was a mem- 
ber of the terrorist “mob” which slew 
Clark and Lyons. 

At first he stoutly maintained his ig- 
norance of the affair, but when he was 
shown that it was his car that carried 
the killers, and that his firiger prints 
had been found upon it, he consented to . 
talk, 
“About 10 o'clock last Tuesda 
[May 9],” he said ‘! Charley and Stan- 
ley came to my house and asked me 
to drive them around a bit. They said — 
they would pay me for the gasoline 
and also give me something for my | 
trouble. They said they had a job on 
hand.and wanted to look the ground 
over 
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had known both of the boys for 
a couple of months, and thought they 
were all right, only a little mischievous 
sometimes. — 
~~" Thought It Was Stickup. 

“I went with the boys. I drove them 
to Des Plaines and Madison strects. 
We looked ‘around there for a while, 
but they decided not to do anything. 
I suppose they had in mind a stickup. 
I don’t know about that. But they are 
sort of reckless boys, and maybe thgt 
is what they had in mind. 

“Then finally they told me they 
wanted to drive down to 22d and Lum- 
ber streets. I supposed they just want- 
ed to take a drive, and I took them. 
When we got down there a policeman 
came up ahd stopped the car. We got 
out and the goliceman searched Stqn- 
ley and me. Then he went to search 
Charley, and Charley had a gun. 

“Charley jerked the gun out of the 
front of his shirt and fired two or three 
shots at the policeman. The police- 
man fell wounded in the street. I start- 
ed up the machine right away. | 

“We zigzagged around through some 
streets for a while and finally we came 
out on Jackson boulevard. We were 
going along at a good speed when some 
coppers in a car came up and ordered 
us to stop. Charlie said for me to go 
ahead, and I did. Charlie hada gun. — 

“(Charlie Fired Several Shots.” 

“Then Charlie fired several shots at 
the car with the coppers in it and 
there were some shots fired at us. We 
turned a couple of more corners and 
we stopped in front of 915 South Wood 
street. Charley and Stanley got out 
of the car. They said: ‘Come along 
with us.’ But I said I thought I would 
leave the car there and ge home. Then 
they. left me, I left the car stand 
there and later 1 reported that it had 
been stolen. When I did that I was ar- 
rested.” 

Following this statement the police 
examined Miller closely respecting his 
connection with bombing’and slugging. 
He denied that he had any knowledge 
of terrorism, denied that he had seen 
guns and ammunition passed out in the 
Horan saloon, and denied that he had 
ever had any previous experience with 
the two men he named as his com

A g00da way to build trellises is to 
drive two by two stakes in pairs along 
the side of the row nine inches away 
from the plants. At>*the top of the 
stakes, which should be six feet above 
ground, nail a one by two inch strip 
along the sides and across each pair of 
stakes to make the trellis rigid. 

Strands of sixteen gauge wire fas- 
tened to the stakes, allowing a ten 
inch space between each wire, make 
excellent supports for the vines.. With 
a soft cord or strips of cloth tie the 
vines to the wires as rapidly as they 
grcw and are pruned: 

To admit light and air_and have the 
fruit ripening uniformly the branches 
of the plants must be well distributed 
over the sides of the trellis. Pick the 
tematoes as sson as they ripen. Toma- 
tees weighing from a pound .o a pound 
and a half are commonly grown on 
vines that are supported by trellises.
